Gov. Bradley, as published in fu 
in Till Ber of last week. The 
Governor's message urges strongly 
some much needed reforms which 
must be accomplished before Keu 
tucky, proud as are her people of 
her fair name.can hold up her head 
among her sister commonwealths 
as a state that enforces her laws 
pays her debts sod protects her 
citixeos. 

Only those parts of the message 
that seem of greatest import and 
interest to all the people are here 
given, but the various heads here 
set forth are given in full except a 
portion ol what the Governor aays 
about Houses of Reform. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives: When 
the present administration came 
into power, it was confroiited with 
.1 lar^c tloatiiif; dr-lit aii'.l an insuf- 
licient rcvoni.e to pay Liirrent ex- 
penses. 

'^Mir Mteotion was ^IHcdTo (hii 
and ffslief requested at the last ses- 
sion. Yoo were asked to enact 
laws to abolish unnecessary offices, 
reduce salaries, curtail expenses, 
provide necessary revenue, prevent 
nioh violence, but facli of these 
recommendations passt d unheeded, 
the result ul which lu that tbOl 
financial credit of the State has 
suffered seriously, expenses have 
increased and mob rale has pre- 
vailed to an extent never hereto- 
fore kaown ia tbia QMnmoowealth.

Since your sdjoumntent a nnm- 
borof ciiixeos of the State have 

been atrociously murdered hy cow 
ardly mobs. In sonic instinces, 
although guarantees of protection 
had been given, they proved mere 
ropes of sand, and, although courts 
were in session, and in one instance 
the defendant oo tnal, the sanctity 
of the law was ruthlessly invaded, 
decency and order ontiaged and 
murder committed under pretense 
of purifying society and punishing 
crime. No apology oi excuse can 
be made for such conduct. Those 
who congregate and conspire to atid 
take human life are legally greater 
criminals than those whose lives 
they secit to take, for no crime is 
so base and repulsive as that com- 
mitted under cloak of pretended 
vindication of law. Such action 
does not deter criminals or prevent 
crime. Its effects are direful upon 
tba community and bring tbe ad- 
ministration of jostioe into con- 
tempt. 

The cosdeepocd criminal suffers 
fearful and tttde^cribable punish- 
ment and torture as he confronts 
certain approaching ileath and 
notes the silent passage o( tlie hours 
that bring him nearer to eternity. 
Society is impressed with his har- 
rowing position, and thua a legal 
condemnatioii, and the rxeea" 
tion that follows, inspire horror in 
the mind of the doomed man and 
fear in that of the would he inur 
derer. The action of a mob, on 
the other hand, begets a spirit of 
lawlessness and disregard for hu- 
man rights and is the work of only 
a lew momeoU, leaving in its wake 
an indellible aUin on the locality 
where i| occurs, dealing out pun- 
ishment, the swiftness of which, 
compared to that inflicted by the 
law, is actual relief. 

I AW's EXTREMK PENALTY. 

No mercy should be shown the 
rapist, black or white, but the ex- 
treme penalty of the law be prompt- 
ly inflicted. Such a course will effect 
more good, a thousand-fold than 
the action of the mob. 

Not only has human life been 
lawlessly taken, but rights of prop- 
erty have been disre(<arded and 
midnight raiders in the counties of 
I'ranklin, Woodford. Lewis, Madi- 
son, Anderson, Fleming, Lincoln, 
Mercer, Washington, and probably 
others, have, with impunity, intim 
idated citizens, closed and destroy- 
ed toll gates and houses and openly 
defied the law. 

The civil aulhoritios have (ailed, 



up to this time, so far as I know, 
to convict, and have almost uni 
versally failed to arrest, any ol the 
murderers and raiders who have 
thus di.-nraced the Commonwealth. 
This is a sati commentary on. our 
civilization. The power of the 
Executive to bring these outlaws 
to justice is narrow and circum- 
scnbed. His only authority, un- 
less he should witness such con 
duct, accompanied by a failure to 
protect the citizens by local au 
thority, is to assist county olTicerS: 
in discharging their duty, which in 
most instances, they have mani 
tested no disposition to perform. 
He cannot even offer a reward, for 
the statute gives authority to take 
this step only in aggravated cases 
of murder and other felonies against 
person. In 1H73 a statute was cn 
acted, known as the Kukiux law. in 
which authority was given to offer 
a reward for the apprehension of 
those guilty of such cri^ies as have 
been committed by tboie tompike 
raiders. Bat ia 1893, when the 
Legislature enacted a new chapter 
o 1 Crimes and Punishmoots, the 
provisions as to rewards, among 
others, was omittSd, and the Court 
of Appeals, some years ago, de- 
cided that all portions of the law 
omitted were repealed. The Ex- 
ecutive has, at all times, been ready 
and willing to the fullest extent, to 
uphold and assist those whose duty 
it was to apprehend these ( riininals 
of which disposition tliev were no 
tiied.

MO BICaCT BtRVICS. 

Vour attention is further directed 
o the fact that the Governor has 
no ri^ht to make any draft upon 
the Treasury for the purpose of de- 
lectiag eriminala in a quiet and se- 
cret maaner, which is, of all others, 
the most effective. 

At your last session you were 
earnestly asked, in my first official 
(iininiinication, to take steps to 
prevent and punish mob violence. 
Thereafter, another message was 
sent to you, recommendiag the en- 
actment ol a law making the coun- 
ties ia which such outfagea were 
committed responsible in damages 
to the legal or personal represen 
tativo of the victim, and giving 
lian;;"' of venue to other counties, 
n order that a fair trial might be 
ail. The aine measures are now 
recommended, together with such 
provisions as will make counties 
liable in cases of personal injury 
where death does not ensue. Wben- 
ver the people of a county know 
that ihey will suffer financially by 
reason of such conduct, it will 
prove an active incentive to pre- 
vent the commission of sucli crimes. 

If Sheriff i. Jailers, and other 
peace officers having prisoners in 
their custody, or whose duty it is 
to take them into custody, would 
do their duty, much of this trouble 
might be avoided. In order that 
th( > iiKi) lu riafter he iiioie watcli- 
fill .iiul laithdil, It is recoiiiinended 
that in I acli case, when a prisom r 
is taken from their custody, or is 
taken by reason of their failure to 
arrest and protect him, that the 
officer in charge, or who, knowing 
of the crime, and having reasona- 
ble opportunity to take charge of 
tlie party fails to do SO, diaU for- 
feit his ofHce. 

It is further recommended, that 
in cases where prisoners in coafinc- 
ment may be armed, without there- 
by enabling them to escape, that 
the officer having them |^ custody 
shall have a right to arm them in 
order that they may resist such at- 
tacks. No mob would Uc able to 
Stand before the prisoner fighting 

for his life and the Jailer or Sheriff 

lor his ofhcc. 

STATK IWDEBTIDNKSS. 

The manner in which claimx 
against the State have baoo hawked 

about and discounted, tbeiffholders 

fleeced and shaved, is discreditable. 
Following; is given a statement of 
the present condition of affairs, and 
yon are moat earnestly requestetl 
to enact such measures as will 
liquidate tho floating debt and 
promptly pay current expenses, so 
thstthe crMit Of tbe State, and 
those to whom tb€°State may be- 
come indebted, will not suffer in 
the future. 

It has for some years been obvi- 
ous that tbe rate of taxation was 
insufficient. To reduce it was a 
step in the right direction, provided 
espeaaes bad been reduced also; 
but reduced taxation aad increased 
expenses have brought about the 
never-failing result. 

It is apparent that the rate must 
be increased, and as to how lonij 
this increase IS to continue depends 
entirely upon steps that may be 
taken in the direction of economv 
and the reduction of expenditures.

PLANS TO INCRBASt RKVaNUE. 

It ia suggested that the passage 
of a well regulated law increasing 
the license fees of wholesale and 
retail liquor dealers, druggists and 
distillers would produce consider 
able revenue. The same may be 
said of increaaed license fees on 
pool and billiard tables and other 
similar devices and of special taxes 
for the sale of tobacco, cigars, etc. 

The license fees for circuses and 
other enterlainment.i mii^ht well be 
increased and regulated according 
to the population of the various 
counties in which they exhibit. 
License fees might be required of 
all persons selling pistol cartridges 
and all newspapers and others of- 
fering to give fircarnid as pre- 
miums.

OLD STATE WARRANTJ. 

Of the old warrants issued be- 
fore the present administration 
came into power, ^314,422,34 have 
booa paid, and on aew warrants is- 
l oa old iadobtedoess there 
haa been about |ioo,ooo. 

Under the administration of the 
late Superintendent of Piililic In- 
struction the $44,060 to the credit 
of the School Fund was exhaiisteil, 
and at the end of the fiscal year, 
July I, 1896, after the application 
of all taxes collected, there was a 
deficit of 1114,612.

In birth- 
place Sherman and Alger are from 
Ohio, Long froas Maine, Biiso from 
Massachusetts and Gary from 
Conneticut, Gage from New York, 
MeKenna from Phihuielphia and 
Wilson from Scotland. Their 
business activities aod lives repre- 
aeot Massachusetts, Hew York, 
Maryland, Ohio, Michigan, llli 
nois, Iowa and Califoraia-^as reas- 
oaoUe a geographical division as 
COvM be desired. 

Respecting public position, Mr. 
Sherman has been in active service 
forty two years, a leading Repre- 
sentative in Congress, a Senator, a 
Secretary of the Treasury who 
achieved resumption of specie pay- 
ments, aod since a Seo|itQr. Mr. 
Long has beon Governor of Msssa- 
chusetts, and (icneral Alger of 
Michigan, and it is no secret that 
Messrs. Bliss and Gage, except for 

nr. willingn'ss to leave business 
duties, might have held high office 
in iheirStatea. Mr. Vfifson has 
been in Congress, but is more 
widely known for his services as 
professor of the loara Agricultural 
College, antl Jiidf,'e McKenna has 
has been in Congress, but has won 
j(reater reputation on the Bench. 
Mr. Gary, an Abolitionist when 
that name was one of reproach, a 
Republican of old-time and un- 
wavering faith, though long shut 
out of public service by Demo- 
cratic machinery and its rosolting 
msjorities in Maryland, has in his 
own State as high appreciation 
and boner as others who have en- 
joyed a surcouading atmosphere of 
greater honeaty and freedom.

Senator Sherman has 
bean so long on the Committee of 
Foreign Relations that he has lit- 
tle to learn aboot the duties of the 
higb ofRce which he accepts. Mr» 
Gage has distinguished bimsoM by 
making a Chicago bank acarcely 
second in volume of legitimate 
business to any other in tbe coun- 
try, and aa Praaidoatef the World's 
Fair displayed great executive 
ability. General Alger was a sol- 
dier of merit,and has been honored 
by his former comrades, and it 
would be difficult to suggest a man 
better qnalifiad for the post of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture than the Pro- 
fessor of the Iowa State College. 
Judge McKenna leaped into the 
front rank as a lawyer early in life, 
and tias since won distinction as a 
Judge. Governor Long, Mr. Gary 
and Mr. Bliss possess business and 
executive abilities, and are believed 
to be equal to the new raapoaaibili 
ties they have assumed. 

It is a Cabinet for prac|ie«t work 
and not mere parade. It ta alao 
Cabinet of warm and sincere friends 
of the President, and much will be 
expected of it in making the new 
Administration a success. — New 
York Tribune.

The foregoing was produced by 
102 companies, operating 14K 
mines, a small increase in the 
number both oi operators and ol 
mines; In the number of persons 
employed there was a decrease; the 
maximum aomt>er at work was 
9,851, and tbe average number 
was 6,563. It will bo remembered 
that tbe summer soaaos^«( 1896 
the doUest ever known to the 
mining industry of Kentucky, and 
yet the average number of days 
worked per mine during the year 
was 146^ — a.fraction more than in 
1895. The decrease in number 
of persons employed was in part 
due to the dull season, and the 
higher average number of days 
worked is largely accounted for by 
tbe smaller niunbar of persom gv- 
iloyed. 

SILLINO VALUE. 

There was a startling drop in 
the average selling value, per ton, 
of the bituminous coal on board at 
the mine. The average value was 
74,57 cents (for tonnage sold), as 
against 80.58 cents in 1895. Ac- 
cording to districts, tbe selling 
value of tlie bituminous product, 
per ton st the mine, was as fol- 
ows:

The inspector's Report. 

Elsewhere we publish a resume 
oi State Mine Inspector Norwood's 
report for i8g6, which bat just 
been completed. The report is 
full of interest to coal miner and 
oiHtator And not the leakt im- 
portant fact developed is that the 
record of fatal accid'-nts has, under 
Mr. Norwood's careful supervision,* 
shown a steady improvement, and 
that the record for 1897 is the best 
ever made— tonnage of coat pro 
duced and number of penons em- 
ployed being considered. Of 
c( iir?i our county of Hopkins re- 
lams her supremacy as the great 
c^t coal jiroducer in the Slate, 
holding her past record of produc- 
ing almost one-fourth the entire 
State's output. Whitley county 
comes next, producing • little over 
one half as much bituminous coal 
as Hopkins, and some cannel. 

Thc slight decreaie of 1896 out- 
put compared with that of 1895, is 
in no way surprising;. Thc wonder 
is that with such general demorali- 
;?ation to all business the decrease 
was not much greater. 

The decided drop in the average 
selling price per ton is indicative 
of the very small profit to operators 
and in many instancea reduced 
«ages to miners. 

The work to miners employed 
has been ^liRlitly better than in 
1S95, for ilic reason that fewer 
men have been employed and a 
larger number of days worked.

Methods. 
Statistics show that the popula- 
tion of Kansas is on the decrease, 
while insanity is on the increase. 
Since 1890, the population has 
dropped off 6 per cent while there 
has been an increase M 4rper cent 
in the number of insane persons in 
thc Slate asylum, and all who have 
been legally declared insane arc not 
included in the calculation. The 
superintendent of the insane asy- 
lum says that hnancial agitation 
and discussion which has been go- 
ing on in the State for several years 
ia in a great degree responsible for 
the increase of insanity. Populism 
has much to answer for. The State 
laws against railroads and other 
corporations have not only ruined 
their earning capicity but have di- 
verleJ capital to other helds. The 
repudiation of incurred debts by 
legal decision through thc declara- 
tion of unconstitiitioliality of stat- 
utes which authorized the issue of 
bonds for road improvement, has 
left Eastern parties upon whom 
they were foisted with thousands 
of dollars ol worthless paper, while 
the public, thc abutting land own- 
ers and the counties enjoy the good 
roads for which they have never 
paid. Kansaa securities are a 
stench in the' nostriU of safe 
vcstors, and the legislation pro- 
posed by the sitting solons has a 
tendency to repel instead of attract 
iiDmigration. In this connection, 
J. 11, Davis writes very sensibly, as 
follows: 

"If a corporation is to be re 
strained by law from profits over 
and above a given percentage upon 
the capital originally invested, there 

is no good reason why Smith, Rob- 
inson and Jones should not be 
equally restricted. If Smith 
bought real estate on Broadway 
sixty years ago for $50,000, and 
geti.nore than 13,000 income from 
it now let the surplus be confiscated. 
If Jones started a cotton mill with 
$100,000 a quarter of a century 
ago and has managed it with so 
much ability that it is fairly worth 
$500,000 now, put a legislative 
committee to work on his books, 
and then compel him to sell his 
goods so low that he cannot clear 
over 16,000 per year. If Robinson 
started a newspaper and worked 
its circulation and advertising up 
until it gives an income of half a 
ir.illiou or a million dollars per 
year, let tiie law fi.x his advertising 
rates at one tenth of what they 
now arc, and declare that his paper 
shall be given away for nothing, 
because he if making too much 
money. Let us regulate the com- 
merce of the world by law; declare 
that railway fare from tlie Atlantic 
to the Pacific shall not be more 
than $10; that a steam engine shall 
not be sold for' more than five per 
cent above the actual cost of ma- 
terials and labor; that Tiffany's 
customers ahall decide tbe selling 
price of his wares; that if an emi- 
nent surgeon is called from New 
York to Chicago to perform a dan- 
gerous operation, Ins fee shall be 
hii;,i 1 li> till- law of lllinoi,^; that 
the price of a piece of land and a 
piece of cloth shall be fixed by a 
legislative committee; that thrift 
shall be smothered, wealth taxed 
out of existence, capital chained, 
industry discouraged and enter- 
prise kill'.d. " 

Then there will be an end of 
manufacturing and trading, and 
the principal employment of the 
army of artisans and labores will 
consist of a vain and hungry search 
for work. 1

Frankfort, Ky., Maixh 16, 1807. 
—The Republican caucus on Fri- 
day evening waa a very tame if not 
altogether harmoniona gathering. 
The exclusion of all but mem tier . 
was accepted byoutsiders as an in- 
dication of stormy scenes to follow. 
The naming of Hunter, Holt, 
Yerkes and Lewis as candidates 
for the nomination occupied but a 
short time and the caucus adjourn- 
ed till nine o'clock Saturday mom 
ing. At that time it took but one 
ballot to put tbe jame of Dr. 
Hunter in nomination as the Re- 
publican choice for United States 
Senator. The nominition was 
made unanimous. The nominee 
was presented to thc couvention by 
Mr. Bailey of the committee of no- 
tification in a graceful speech, pro- 
mising loyalty to the contesting 
parties and pleading for support and 
CO operation of their frienda, ao as 
to ensure the speedy election of the 
successful contestant. 

Dr. Hunter made a brief address 
of thanks for the honor conferred 
and expressed the friendliest feel- 
ings for those who had supported 
his opponents and declared that he 
had never uttered «n unkind word 
against any member. Judge Holt 
wa;; called for and made a ringing 
plea for united action and was fol- 
lowed by Hon. J. W. Lewis in the 
same vein. Representative Burn- 
ham vouches for the loyal support 
of the friends of St. John Boyle 
who was unavoidably absent, and 
all the adverse forces seemed by 
theirannouncementsof fealty to be 
closing up the ranks prepared to 
push forward to a speedy victory. 
The decision of Lieutenant (jovern- 
or Worthington that this is a new 
and not a continuation of last ses- 
aion, and therefore balloting for 
Senator cannot begin till the aec- 
ond Tuesday,altlio«ghcontroverted 
by many, seems to have been ac- 
quiesced in. 

The election of Dr. Hunter to thc 
Senate of the United States on 
next Tuesday aeems to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. . Yet there arc all 
sorts of sensatioiial ramora in circu- 
lation. The frienda of Goremor 
Bradley are said to have formed an 
alliance with tin silverites, sound 
money Democrats antl disgruntled 
Kepublicans to elect him Senator 
instead of Hunter. There is no 
likelihood of this being consum 
mated. The Governor would lend 
himself to no such acbeme which 
would immediately hand over the 
reins of State government to the 
silver Democrats. The sound 
money Democrats would not grasp 
at a sliadow when sure, by doing 
so, of losing the substance. The 
most implacable foe of Dr. Hunter 
who desired his defeat would soon 
to accomplish it by such meana 
Everything now points to harmo- 
nious action in Republican ranks. 

The sudden death of Senator 
Salyer which occurred at his home 
last Sunday cast a gloom over the 
proceedings of thc two Houses. 
Mr. Bailey, after paying an clo 
quent tribute to the character of 
the deceaaed, offered resplutions of 
condolence to be spread upon thc 
minutes of the House, and a copy 
forwarded to the family, upon the 
adoption of which the House, upon 
motion of Mr. Carroll, immediately 
adjourned. Senator Taylor waa a 
Sound-Money Democrat. 

There is not much probability 
that tbe absence of Senator Ogili- 
vie, on account of sickness, or the 
vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator Salyer will delay the busi- 
ness of the Assembly. No neces- 
sity seems to exist for their votes 
on any important question and it 
is expected that matters will pro- 
ceed as uitMl uotU thoir M«ta art 
fiUied. 

There seems to be a gtneral de- 
sire on the part Qf the conservative 
business men of both parties to ex- 
pedite matters and make the ses- 
sion as short as posssiblc. Un- 
necessary prolongation would cer- 
tainly be detrimental to Republi- 
can interests, as the additional 
expense would be attributed to 
them.

— Henry 
Lane, a policeman, was shot and 
instantly killed by Walter Merritt 
at 9 o'clock to-night. 

Merritt was standing in thc door 
of Lacey's saloon, where he had 
been drinking heavily. Officer 
Lane paiMd by and Merritt said: 
<<I am not afraid of you," to which 
Lane replied. "Don't think I'm 
afraid to run you in." 

Thc officer had his hands in his 
front pockets and before he real- 
ized his danger Merritt had pulled 
his gun and fired. 

The bullet struck Lane over the 
left eye, penetrating to the brain. 
The shooting was at such close 
range that thc man's face was 
powder-burnt. Lane fell dead al- 
most instant!)'. 

Officers Cravens and Moorman 
cameruniun^^ up on hearing the 
shooting, and started to arrest 
Merritt. A general firin|( was be- 
gun on both sides, roiulting in thc 
killing of Merritt at the hands of 
Officer Moorman. 

Excitement ran high among the 
citizens over the killing of Lane, 
and had not Merrttt met ins death 
there might have been trouble for 
him. He was considered a bad 
man. He waa about 25 years old.

St. Bernard Coal Company at Mor 
tons Gap, and, going behind the 
toimter, swore lie would take what 
pleased him, especially in the shoe 
line. Persuasion was unavailing 
and when Mr. D. 1). Uavis took 
hold of him to assist him out, 
Stramler grappled him, and, tak 
ing a rock from bis pocket, struck 
violently at Mr. Davis' head. His 
blow overreached or the result 
mif^ht have been fatal. However, 
Stramlcr's wrist came down on the 
back of Mr. Davis' head with such 
force that he was felled to the floor. 
Stramler regained possession of the 
rock — in his hands a dangerous 
weapon — and grappled Mr. Davis 
again an he arose. In the midst of 
the struggle Renzie Stanley, the 
colorc'l ])orter, came to Mr. Davis' 
rescue from the rear of the store, 
and fired -three shots from a re 
volver, two ol which took effect in 
the body of Stramler, who then 
tried to escape, but was captured.

Dan- 
iel nnd liiH companions were all tho bet- 
tor mental ly und spiritually because 
tiny nad laVen care of their bodiea 
How much more useful many ChristiauH 
would bo if they did bnt onltivato pby^- 
ical health! Uncaiod for bodies bt>conie 
grieviona bnrdens and woeful liiu- 
draaoee. Let us ki t n proper oono«>ptiou 
at the relaliou of tho body to Christian 
UTlagand carry it out in our daily lires.

Bryuii uud it was uot silver that tbcj 
were in favor ot, bat they needed bqim 
change to bring relief frran tbe terrible 
condition of poTcrty and scarcity of 
money under which they labored. Tbey 
ftdt tbat tbeir condition >vas su cztrena 
and so pafnfnl tbat any change vrioM 
be of valae, and when I came to look 
into the matter and to talk in a friendly 
and kindly way with them they aU 
conflnned tbe same feeling, which I bad 
found at a long conTMWBltoii in the 
treasury department, ia Waablugton, 
tbat the oircnlatian cf tha eonntiy ia 
quite oat of Joint, tbat tha longs and 
heart aiu coagaattd and that tbe ex 
tnunitiaaaC tba aonntix am afaaolntely 
withoot any blood. 

"I tmad that then wcra great aeotlcos 
at tha aoathem aad weatam ooontry 
wbeaa tbaia waaalaolataljrao maney at 
all, wbefa tha aaoat^pflmitiva ftmaa of 
barter obtaiaed, wbaiw afaiTthlai waa 
most diaoi-gaalaad. Ona tiantnuui told 
mo that ia hia connty, wUoh waa qaito 
a rioh agrionltaial onontqr, by aome 
hapiiy aooldent a $80 baak bill had 
come down into the oooatf • aad tbat be 
bad taken a bone and boggy aad spent 
foor days in Tiaiting all tho towns iu 
tiiaooaaty striving to get it ohauKi-d 
lato smaller hills, but had bean nnablo 
to do ao, and finally waaobUi^ to aend 
It to Biohmond. There wm aaaaton 
who told me tbat their eonatitaants 
never saw a dollar of mone^ from (be 
beginning of tlio year to the end, with 
the rosnlt that tbey had oonstantiy to go 
into debt to the local storekeepers. The 
local Rtorekeepen received tlwir pay in 
kind. Iu fact, everything waa drifting 
back to tho old times t>efora mooey was 
invented. This was uot in one section of 
the cooutry ouly, bnt iu large sections. 

"Via cau quite cosily undcntand tbat 
where there is not sofBoient money to 
ostahliah a national baak under the 
very oaerona lawa at prcasnt >n force 
there la nothing elae to take the place. 
Tbe aamedifflonlty haaoctnenp in other 
parta of the world. In Austria and Hnit- 
gary, in aonthem Q<>rmany aad in aoath- 
em Franco theso dilBcnlties werenndor- 
stood Rud appreciated yean ago, aiici 
agricultural liauks have been fonuded 
there, Hiiil lliey have doubled tbe valuo 
of real t htatf, and thi y huvo made tlio 
peaiiaiitry oud tho faxiuerH rich aud 
prosixjroiiM. 

"The Baino thing hau tukeu place in 
tfcotlaud, an luany of our friends kuow. 
Kvi ry town iu fcicotland with over 1,000 
p<'<iple liaH a branch bmik of souie one of 
thogreat hanks of Ediuburgbor Glasgow. 
A man of good character who waiitM to 
fit out a fishing smack or buy uuytlilng 
for hiH farm is able to go there, lujcl if 
his credit i» good he is able to Ihufow 
mouey aa cheaply as auy merchant could. 
It has a double effect. It is lot ouly 
giving to those ueighborhuoilH tin ' money 
that they actually ne<>d, but it is odn- 
cating the jx^ple iu thrift luul | i<impt- 
nces.

CEEDIT BANKS. 

CAN BE MADE TO GREATLY BENEFIT 
AGRICULTURAL OOMMUNITieS.

The American Agriculturist, ono of 
tho leadiug fonu jouruals of this coun- 
try, has been rwniinK a aeriea of azoel- 
leuC editorials on tbo subject ot credit 
bunks for tbe benefit of f armcrn. Que of 
the first, in tbe iHsuo of Nov. 21, 1806, 
discuMod the agricultural credit banks 
of England. It attracted considerable at- 
tention, aad tbe Uraugo and Formers' 
Alliance in aareral atatea ara aarlonsly 
considering a trial of tba ivattai there 
nutliued. 

A recent editorial showed some of tbo 
benefits of the Scotch credit banks which 
loan small umaunls tu txirrowers with- 
out collateral, but who euu give at least 
two go<Hl sureties. By this means a ca- 
Iiablo aud trustworthy j-oung man can 
obtain a few huudre<l dolliuH, at a mod- 
erate rate of intf retit, with which to 
etock a farm which he bos just bought. 
He does not have to pay iuten-st on a 
cloUiiT more than lio actaally uses uud 
ut any time cau return imy part of what 
is borrowed aud Hfop interest on the part 
roturued. Dunning Macleod, a great au- 
thority upon banking, HuyHtbut this sys- 
tem, introduced years ago, gave Scot- 
tish agriculture a prodigioas Ktimulus, 
while to it alw) bo attribut<'B the mar- 
velous (leveliiimK lit of manufacturce 
and other indu.strieri iii Ucotlund in tbo- 
face of adver.'-'euatural couditiuuR Moc- 
h'oU declurts that the UBO of this form 
of crrdit has Uh'H more helpful to Bcot- 
laud that the richest gold or Rilvermiuoa 
would have t>eou.
